NEW MEDALS. 





By Act of Congress two classes of 
medals for rewarding gallantry in life- 
saving are to beissued. The meda: of 
the first class is to be awarded to those 


persons who shall, at the imminent 


peril of their own lives, save cr en- 


deavor to save others from drowning. 
The medal of the second class is con- 
fined to cases of less heroic merit. 

The medal of the first class has been 
Graphically illustrated. The design 
is very appropriate, and is from the 
pencil of Mr. Herman Faber. Obverse; 
a storm at. sea, life-boat containing 
three men who are rescuing a man 
(man or’ woman?) from drowning, a 
sinking vessel in the distance; inscrip- 
tion: ‘Life Saving Medal of the 
First Class. United.States of America;” 
reverse; an obelisk with female 
figure at the right, nautical emblems 
at the left, spread-eagle on top, and 
SAce of Congress, June 20, 1874’’ 
beneath; the whole surrounded by 
‘‘In Testimony of Heroic Deeds in 
Saving Life from the Perils of the 
Sea.” This class is of size 30. 


The Lexington Centennial Com- 
mittee has caused medals of gold, silver, 
bronze, gilt and white-metal to be 
struck in commemoration of the Battle 
of Lexington. Obverse; full length 
figure of minute-man on shield, ‘1642 
Camb. Farms” at the right, “1713 
Lexington” at the left, ““1775’’ above, 
and “April r9th” beneath ; surrounding 
the whole: ‘“ ‘What a Glorious Morn- 
ing for America.’ Lexington;”  re- 
verse: ‘Centennial Celebration of the 
Battle of Lexington, April 19. 1875.” 
This medal is of size 24. 

The President of the French Geo- 
graphical Society has handed Minister 
Washburne a gold medal, presented by 
the Society to the family of the late 
Captain Hall, in commemoration of 
the exploits of the Arctic £ig cee 


SCISSORINGS. 


THE COURRIER DE L’ALLIER relates 
that two brothers, named Michon, 
farmers at Saint Therence, recently 
discovered, while plowing, a treasure 
consisting of 110 coins. An earthen 
vase containing the pieces was broken 


_so completely that the form of the 


vessel could not be ascertained. The 
money dates from the third century of 
the Christian era, and nearly all ‘the 
coins bear the heads of Roman 
Emperors. The metal is an alloyofsilver 
and copper. 


Reports from Washington indicate 
that the Secretary of the Treasury ex- 
pects to be in a position to pay out 
silver in lieu of the fractional currency 
before the meeting of Congress in 
December. It is estimated that there 
will be about $6,000,000 in silver coin 
in the Treasury by the last of June, 


and fully ten millions by the first of 


September next. With this amount it 
is thought he can safely begin to put 
the law in operation,—a consummation 
devoutly to be wished.—Boston

SILVER coinage is going on so 
rapidly at the mint and branches, and 
the coins are increasing in the Treasury 
so fast, that it is anticipated there will 
be ten millions of dollars in silver on 
hand by the opening of September, so 
that if the gold premium shall fall toa 
favorable point, itis possible the issue 
of the new coins may be commenced 
before the meeting of Congress in 
December. It is rendered more proba- 
ble by the steady contraction of the 
fractional currency, to which we have 
before referred. Should the issue begin 
with the dimes, and no more ten cent 
notes be issued, the dimes can be kept 
(afloat. —TITUSVILLE HERALD. 
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Tue Nelson trophy was sold_ in 
London, the other day, in a collection 
of china and other objects belonging to 
the late Mr. W. Jovy, of Cheam. The 
trophy is chiefly made ia of the eighty- 
four guineas which were in Nelson’s 
purse at the time he was_ wortally 
wounded at Trafalgar. The guineas 
are soldered together in the form of a 
pyramid, and at each angle there is a 
small figure in metal gilt supporting 
it, the whole being a kind of cenotaph, 
about twelve inches high, with a 
sarcophagus beneath the pyramid, the 
base bearing the inscription referring 
to the event. The trophy was put up 
with a bid of ninety guineas, and sold 
for £123.—N. Y. Com. Ap., April 29. 
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THE coinage of the new twenty cent 
coin wascommenced at the Phila- 
delphia mint on the 19 ultimo.
